IRISH DELEGATION.

The eighth All-Ireland Industrial Conference 
was opened in the theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society, Kildare street, yesterday morning. Tho 
Conference was held under the auspices of the 
‘Dublin Industrial Association, and was opened 
by the Lord Mayor. Among those on the plat- 
form were the Marchioness of Aberdeen and 
Temair and the French Oonsul, and there was 
a large attendance of delegai.s. After the 
opening the chair was taken by the President 
(Mr. Bean P. O Seaghda). : 

The Lord Mayor said that it was, 
he thought, appropriate that the Conference 
should meet after nine years at a time that 
the destiny of their nation was in the balance, 
but, no matter what the destiny of the nation 
might be, it wae essential, if their country was 
to remain on the map of Europe, that the in- 
dustries should be fostered and developed. 
(Applause. ) 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, in the course of his address, 
said that no country had euffered such a de- 
crease in population as Ireland, even Alsace-Lor- 
raine, with fifty years of German rule, had in- 
creased its population by 33 per cent., while at 
the same time the population of Ireland de- 
creased by per cent. The cause of the de- 
crease in the population and the volcanic dis- 
content in the country was, undoubtedly and 
undisputedly, the lack of a home government, 
together with the strangling economic grip thav 
their neighbour had on them, and which, in 
the year 1919, amounted to 52 millions of 
pounds sterling. That was the amount ad- 
miitedly extracted from the country, but they 
should remember, that the concealed profits 
taken from the cotintry were, something enor- 
mous. He proposed 
“That this All-Ireland Industrial Conference 

places on record its firm expression of 
opinion that in any treaty arrived at with 
Great Britain full fiscal freedom is e funda- 
mental and essential condition, and it 
further states its. view that the full control 
of. all Trish industrial, shipping, and com- 
mercial affairs must be vested in an Irish 
authority.’ (Applause.) 

Mr. McNaughion, Dublin, who seconded 
the motion, said that Irishmen did not want a 
dole. All they wanted was work. They should 
have some form of protection io protect the 
country from being the dumping ground for 
goods from across Channel, America, and other 
places. (Hear, hear.) 

SIR NUGENT EVERARD’S VIEWS.

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RESTIVE JURORS. 
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POLICE EVIDENCE 
CHALLENGED.

At two inguests in Belfast yesterday, jurors 
expressed dissatisfaction ai the attitude of. the 
police in connection with incidents bearing on 
the deaths of two men, who were killed during 
the recent rioting. : 

Several jurors challenged the police version of 
the disturbance which led to the death of John 
Orr (32), of Derwent street, who was shot re- 
turning from a funeral at the City Cemetery. 

Sergeant Peter Liddy stated that a funeral 
party came u Denerell road, numbering about 
400 or 500. When they were passing round the 
corner a scuffle role 4 and witness found that 
& man named Jeremiah Kelly had been as- 
saulted. It was stated that he had been ordered 
to take off his hat by one of the funeral party. 
The man told him so; and that was bow the row 
started. Kelly and a few of his friends rushed 
into a shop, and witness saw that he had a cut 
on thé hand, which was bleeding. 

Whea the funeral party were returning from 
the cemetery they came in a thick crowd. Some 
were in an excited condition, and started to 
sing party songs before they turned into Done- 
gall road. When they were about 5v yards down 
shots were fired from Rockville street, partly 
aes Donegall road. Witness could not see 
the’ people who fired, but the shots came from 
that direction off the Falls. The opposition 
party then fired shots. He then saw Orr lying 
on the footpath, and he, with another police- 
man, ran to his assistance. 

The Coroner—Would you say ,that there was 
an unlawful assembly of people waiting for each 
other ? 

Witness—Well, yes, sir. 

Both parties seemed to be aggressive, so far 
as you saw’? Yes; after the first scuffle took 
place. 

A Juror—I object to such a remark 
was no opposition crowd gathered: there. 

The Coroner—I will take the sergeant’s word 
for it. 

Various statements were made by several 
jurors as to what they alleged occurred on the 
atter which 
the jury returned a verdict of death from 
gunshot, wounds inflicted by ‘some person un- 
known during the course of an unlawful as- 
sembly, and the Coroner expressed sympathy 
with the relatives of the deceased. 


“A COWARDLY INSINUATION,”’’ 

At the inquest on George Berry (28), an ex- 
soldie of Bhone street, who died from the 
effects of a bomb thrown in Milewater street 
on September 25, a juror complained that two 
police and a special constable were on duty in 
the street, and they should have heen there. 
He would not like to say-that the police went 
away deliberately to allow the bomb to be 
thrown. 

The jury found a verdict in accordance with 
the medical evidence—that death was due to 
the effects of a bomb thrown by some person 
unknown. . Sympathy was expressed with the 
relatives of the deceased. 

The Coroner expressed regret at the sugges- 
ions made by the juryman. He (Dr. Graham) 
had always found the police fearless in the dis- 
charge of their duty, and had never known 
them to run away when there was danger, or 
when the public were to be protected. 

The Foreman suggested a rider calling upon 
the citizens to assist the police in such cases. 

The Coroner—They have been called upon 
time and again; but the jury can add the rider 
if they think it will do any good. At present 
we do not seem to have any Government in 
the country at all.
